Again advantage has been taken of 
cases of accidental poisoning, w ith 
acids, rfiCtals etc,, and a record made 
of the symptoms, and post-mortem ap­ 
pearance produced by them.

down as ignoramuses, and would be 
an entirely false assertion. Instances 
have been known where persons, ap­ 
parently dead from exposure to cold, 
frozen stiff, have been restored to life 
by thawing them out by brisk rubbing 
with snow in a cold room, and after­ 
ward using proper stimulants, etc., to 
Bustaiu life and strength. Certainly 
these are extreme cases, but they 
nevertheless perfectly illustrate the 
truth of the law of similarities, for 
suppose you were to thaw out a frozen 
part by th<» anplicatlon of heat, what 
woul be the result? indtification and 
death, If the frozen surfac,. was of sui- 
ficieut extent, from excessive pain, for 
who that has ever snowballed when a 
boy, does not remember the aching 
fingers caused by that glorious sport, 
and have you not often danced around 
with pain and stuck your fingers in 
your mouth to get them warm, there­ 
by making them ache worse than 
ever, and how inerdulously you looked 
at at some older companion’when he 
told you to rub them with cold snow 
to make them w arm , but in spite of 
your incredulity did they not always 
Í 
ét all right in a Very few minutes ? 
Experiment has fully demonstrated 
that a small quantity of medicine m i­ 
nutely subdivided by trituration with 
some easy soluble non-medicinal sub­ 
stances, like sugar, or solution in al­ 
cohol, is more easily absorbed into the 
system, and therefore aicts more quick­ 
ly than when taken into the stomach 
in a crude form, and there having un­ 
dergone the process of digestion before 
it can begin to act as a remedial agent. 
In the same manner we have learned 
that the system rendered sensitive by 
disease is much more easily affected 
by drug action than while in a state 
of health.

Who would not rather travel by Tall 
at the rate ef forty miles an hour cn a 
first-class roadand luxurious ear, than 
be" bounced a nd jolted over a rough 
and rugged road in a springlesrmirti 
wagont The greatest works of nature 
are not accompanied by earthquakes 
and thunder-storms, but so quietly 
and gradually that but for the results 
we might think she was accomplish­ 
ing nothing. In a like manner ho­ 
moeopathy makes no fuss or disturb­ 
ance in effecting her cures, but goc9 
quietly and skillfully to work in as­ 
sisting nature to overcome disease, 
and because it does not take hold of 
and nearly kill men and women, they 
think there is nothing in it, as though 
one wanted to be half killed before 
being cured.

The “ Resources of California,” pub­ 
lished in San Francisco, for the espe­ 
cial purpose of furnishing information 
to the people who contem plate settling 
in this State, prints in its issue of De­ 
cem ber 31st, a four column extract 
from a “ Report on 
Im m igration” 
issued in 1871. 
W ithout pausing to com m ent on the 
want |of enterprise characterizing a 
professed newspaper, th at will give as 
fresh inform ation, a docum ent th at 
has been in circulation over two years, 
the statistical part of which m ust ne­ 
cessarily have become entirely out of 
«late, we w ish to call attention to the 
character of the inform ation that is 
given in regard to Los Angeles county, 
and to ask w hat kind of dependence 
can be placed on the statem ents of a 
publication th at is so careless about 
the truth of w hat it publishes. 
In reply to the query, w hether there 
is any good land unoccupied, this “ Re­ 
port” says of Los Angeles county; 
“ Plenty of land unoccupied, but of 
poor quality and subject to drought.” 
It is a well known fact that the 
agricultural lands 
of Los Angeles 
county are among the most productive 
lands in the world, and that they are 
no more subject to drought than any 
other portion of Southern California. 
Tulare county which by this report is 
stated to have plenty of land th at 
only in some sections needs irrigation 
is just as subject to drought as Los An­ 
geles. 
In the W estm inster colony, 
and 
about Los Nietos in this county, corn 
U raised year after year w ithout irri­ 
gation, and in the past season, which 
by all is acknowledged to have been 
an exceptionally dry one, corn has 
produced from one hundred to one 
hundred and th irty bushels to the 
acre, w ithout irrigation and w ith no­ 
thing more than ordinary cultiva­ 
tion. 
A reference to the report of the 
Surveyor-General of the State shows 
that the yield of w heat per acre in 
1872 was twenty-one bushels to the 
acre, and of barley th irty bushels. 
The yield of 1873 is a trifle larger, 
wheat returning tw enty-one and two- 
fifths bushels per acre, and barley 
about the same. The average yield ot 
potatoes is live tons to the acre; sweet 
potatoes yield an average of six tons, 
and we know of instances where five 
tons have been dug from half an acre, 
without a drop of water, except what 
fell from the clouds. 
W e have in this 
utflcc sweet potatoes weighing nine 
pound* each, and a cluster of yams, 
the product of a single plant, weigh­ 
ing nineteen pounds, all raised the 
past season, without irrigation. 
The M utual A id of December gives 
the following instances of remarkable 
growths in this county, and adds that 
th® list m ight be indefinitely 
ex­ 
tended : 
“ On th e farm of J. J. W elch, who 
resides in Gospel Swamp, we found a 
beet th a t weighed two hundred nnd 
thirty pounds. 
In the front yard of 
Mr. Carter, who rosides near the Col­ 
lege—Los Nietos settlem ent—we saw 
a beet so large th at we dare not esti­ 
mate its size. W e regret since leav­ 
ing there th at we did not m easure its 
circumference. 
A t Mr. Laym an’s, in Gospel Swamp, 
we saw two pum kins, one of which 
weighed 201 pounds, and the other 
218. These two specimens grew w ithin 
two rods of each other. 
At one place, just west of Ahaheim, 
we ate grapes from a vine that grew 
from a cutting put out last Spring. 
Mr. Parker, who resides some two 
miles east of A naheim , showed us a 
grape vine over eighteen feet in length, 
which grew from a cutting put out 
sixteen m onths previous. 
On the ranch of B. D. Wilson, in the 
San Gabriel Valley, we saw a Cono, 
orange tree, i ix years old next Spring 
from th e seed, th at had over fifty 
oranges; last year it produced over 
twenty. 
On th e ranch of Win. D. Paris, at 
Florence, are to be seen aecaciu trees 
twenty feet high enly eighteen m onths 
from the seed; these trees have grown 
without irrigation. 
On another farm belonging to Mr. 
Paris, near Los Neitos, an early June 
apple tree gave one good crop of apples 
last June, and another crop of June 
apples in November. The blossoms 
for the second crop appeared on the 
tree after the first crop had been gath­ 
ered. 
The Report also informs the im m i­ 
grant th a t there are no small farms 
for rent. 
At the proper season of the year there 
is no difficulty in getting tracts of from 
twenty to two hundred acres. In some 
instances there are no buildings, but 
It is seldom th at a farm w ith sufficient 
accommodations tor the settler cannot 
be found. 
Tho people of the East are Informed 
th at there are but two grist mills in 
the county, and that there are no fac­ 
tories w here skilled labor is employed.

A newspaper concern of this city 
com plains of the H e r a l d that inas­ 
m uch as it has borrowed fifteen cent 
ink of that establishm ent and returned 
a twenty-five cent article in its place, 
we have been remiss in the courtesies 
due from one paper to another. 
That 
there m ay be no ground for such a 
charge in the future, we call attention 
to a n instance of newspaper enterprise 
on the part of that concern, that would 
be surprising, were it not of common 
occurrence. 
On W ednesday night the various 
newspaper offices of this city received 
the following dispatch: 
C h ic a g o , Jan. 7. 
A terrible storm of sleet and snow is 
prevailing over the Middle and East­ 
ern States, prostrating telegraph wires 
in all directions, completely cut ting off' 
all com m unication between the East 
and W est. 
N othing of any kind was 
received here to-day from any point 
east of Toledo. 
This was a part of the regular press 
dispatches and was printed in the H e r ­ 


a l d yesterday m orning just as it was 
received. It will be noted that the dis­ 
patch explicitly states that “ nothing 
of any kind was received here i. c. Chi­ 
cago, to-day from any point East of 
Toledo.” And that all communication 
between the East and West teas com­ 
pletely cut off. 
M anipulated 
by the enterprising 
hand that guides the editorial pen of 
the paper referred to, this brief tele­ 
gram grows to the following grand 
proportions: 
Chicago, Jan. 7. 
The most terrible storm of wind 
sleet, snow and rain that has ever been 
known in the m iddle and eastern, and 
some- of the western States, lias pre­ 
vailed since one o’clock this morning. 
Until the lines entirely gave out, intel­ 
ligence came that the storm was doing 
a great deal of dam age in the eastern 
States, and throughout the States of 
M aryland, Delaware, New 
Jersey, 
New Y'ork, Ohio, Pennsylvania, and 
throughout the Canadas. 
It is also 
feared that there will be terrible ship­ 
wrecks and loss of life on the lakes, es­ 
pecially on Erie. In New Y'ork and 
New Jersey and on Rhode Island and 
Connecticut great damage lias been 
done to the shipping, while from what 
could be gleaned from the latest des­ 
patches from those States, m any of 
the railroads have been snowed up, and 
telegraph lines are prostrated all over 
those sections of th e country. 
Since 
daylight this m orning, nothing has 
been beard from the eastern and mid 
die States while the lines stopped 
working east of Cleaveland an hour or 
two after. It is feared th at th e storm 
extends along the whole A tlantic coast, 
as no despatches can be got from Bal­ 
tim ore, W ashington, or even Rich­ 
mond or Savannah via. Newr Orleans 
and the west. 
It is storm ing here to­ 
night, and the wind isblow ing furious­ 
ly. 
All the trains went out th is eve­ 
ning as usual, but the lilies are work­ 
ing to Toledo only.
